FOR LARGE STAKES. 


Big Cocking Main Between Maryland and 
California. 


NEW York, Jan. 8.—The most interesting 
cocking main that has taken place in years 
was begun in Newark, N. J., last night. It 
was literally a match between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts. Usually the big mains 
have been between the Nortli and the South. 
This was therefore a new departure anda 
large amount of money was wagered on the 
result, The men furnishing the birds were 
Arthur B. Suit of Suitland, Prince George's 
County, Md., and Anthony Green of Sacra- 
mento, Cal. The main was arrunged a month 
ago and the terms were $100 a battle and $1,000 
on the main. There were as many people 
around the pit at 10 o’clock as the seats would 
hold, and every man had paid $5 admission. 
There were only local breeders and sports 
present, but there was evidently a large 
amount of money among them, judging from 
the betting.

BRITISH MARINES READY TO LAND ATA 
MOMENT’S NOTICE. 


French and Italian Warships Expected 
Hourly—England’s Interference Re- 
sented by Other Foreign Residents—

LONDON, Jan. 8.—To-day advices from 
Morocco state that absolute anarchy reigns 
inthe town and Province of Tangier. The 
report sent out from Paris yesterday that 
British troops had been landed against the 
protest ofthe French representative at Tan- 
eter is contradicted, but it is announced that 
the Britisk Minigter, Sir Charles Even Smith, 
has sent an ultimatum to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the effect that uuless the 
Sultan of Morocco took energetic measures to 
defend the town, English sailors would de 
landed, The Minister replied that a large 
body of troops was coming from Fez. The 
French, Spanish and Italian residents resent 
the vigorous action of the English, delieving 
that they are taking advantage of the local 
trouble to make a coup de main. The 
Italian and French war ships are expected 
hourly. The British vessels, three in num 
ber, have their boats ready to land blue 
jackets at a moment’s notice. These vessels 
are the war ships Grapple, Thunderer and a 
gunboat. 

Believing that French interests were placed 
in jeopardy by the proposed action of the 
British, the French Minister of Marine dis- 
patched the cruiser Cosmo from Toulon to 
Tangier. The Cosmo now lies in the harbor 
and is under instructions to protect and de- 
fend French residents and their property. 

It is clearly apparent that Muley Hassan is

THE MARYLANDER’S TRICK, 

The handier of the Maryland birds playeda 
sharp trick in the fifth battle and bya tech- 
nicality won the battle, but the excitement 
overthe play was great and at one time it 
looked as though there would bea fight.

QUARRELING OVER EGYPT. 


THE DEATH OF THE KHEDIVE HAS STIRRED UP 
ALL EUROPE. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The Times, commenting 
on the death ot the Khedive, says that the 
accession of a youthful ruler affords a good 
reason why England should have a tighter 


hold on Egypt. 


The Standard says: Shouldthe Sultan con- 
sider the time opportune to reopen negotia- 
tions he will find that while we entertaina 
punctilious respect for his suzeraine rights, 
we cannot expose both him and Egypttoa 
repetition of the dangers from which 
England alone rescued them. 

The Dir Neuvieme Sieca of Paris foreseeing 
that arguments like the foregoing would be 
advanced by the British, demands that the 
Powers combine to prevent the placing of 
Abbas Pacha under British tutelage. 

The death of the Khedive of Egypt has 
afforded eccasion for the French newspapers 
to again take up and aiscuss at great length 
the long standing Egyptian question. They 
all agree in the belief that England will take 
advantage of the situation to prolong her 
occupation of the country, and all express 
the fear that the new Khedive will prove only 
@ puppet in the hands of the British. 

It is believed in French circles in Cairo that 
the Porte will only consent to the succession 
of Abbas, the hereditary prince of Egypt, 
upon the understanding that Riaz Pacha, 
who was in May last deposed from the Presi- 


tions he then held, again assumes the posi- 
tion of President of the Council, and that 
extended authority be given Moukhtar Pacha, 
the Commissioner of the Porte at Cairo. 
he German newspapers to-day comment- 
ing on the results that may be expected by 
the death of the Khedive, express appreben- 
sions that the death of thé ruler of Egypt will 
give rise to a renewal of the French agitation 
to secure the withdrawal of the British troops 
from Egypt. They are hopeful, however, 
that should this agitation be again started it 
will prove unsuccessful. 
A Cabinet Council, with Lord Salisdury 
presiding, was held to-day. At this meeting 
it was decided that Prince Abbas, the eldest 


son of the late Tewfik Pasha, should be made 


Khedive of Egypt, withoutaregency. It is 
thought certain that the French will protest 
against this order of things, but the Salis- 
bury Government seems firmly decided to 
carry out the programme just decided upon. 

The opinion was expressed after the Cabinet 
Vouncil, that Sir Evelyn Baring, the British 
Minister Plenipotentiary of Kgypt. will soon 
visit Constantinople in order to pacify the 
Suitan, shotild the latter show opposition to 
the young Prince being made Khedive.

THE DEAD KHEDIVE. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES OVER THE BODY OF 
THE DECEASED. 


Camo, Jan. 8.—The body of Tewflk Pasha, 
the late Knedive of Egypt, who died yester- 
day afternoon, was removed this morning 
from the Helonan Palace and was deposited 
in the Abdin Palace. The removal of the 
remaing was accompanied by most impressive 
ceremonies in which all the notabilities of 
Kgy pt, European and native, together with a 

force of troops, took part. The funeral 
will take. place at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The Vice-Reine of Egypt, the Princess 
Emineh, widow of the Khedive, has arrived 
in this city and is prostrated with grief. 

Prince Abbas, a youth of 17, the eldest son 
of the dead ruler of Egypt, and heir to the 
throne, was traveling in Austria when his 
father died. He ts now on his way to Egypt 
on board of a special steamer chartered for 
the purpose of hurrying him home.

GLADSTONE ON THE BIBLE. . 


ALTHOUGH NOT A ORITIC HF TREATS SKEPTICISM 
WITH CAUTION. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Mr. Gladstone has written 
from Biarritz a letter om modern criticism of 
the Bible. Inthis letter Mr. Gladstone says 
that he is not expert in biblical criticism and 
is, therefore, not entitled to pronounce a 
positive judgment in what is termed higher 
criticism. Looking at the tone and methods 
of the destructive side of the cOntroversy he 
says: 

Jam certainly inspired with misgivings 
regarding the critics, though it may justly be 
observed that misgivings are not arguments, 
My mind, perhaps, is also subject to adverse 
bias from protracted observation of the con- 
troversial parallel on the poems of Homer. 
In that instance, after long familiarity with 
the subject, lam driven to entertain a mean 
opinion of negative speculations. My life 
has also embraced for a period a battery of 
able and destructive criticism against a large 
portion of Roman history. Many now con- 
sider that the work of Sir George Lewis has, 
in turn, destroyed this criticism. 

**I consider that the ancient record has un- 
dergone a certain amount of revival in credit 
and authority. I recommend those who are 
approaching the question to consider, first, 
we must be on our guard against drawing 
warmth of affection intothe fleld as having 
the force of argument. We should rather en- 
deavor to defend the Scriptures upon the 
same principles of evidence and reasonable- 
ness governing our mental processes in other 
matters. Second, when the arguments of 
specialists point to negative conclusions, we 
should beware of, haste. We should reserve 
our judgment, even if yielding provisional 
assent, until we know thespecialists have 
said their last word, and we have had an op- 
portunity to compare their results with the 
wider considerations belonging to the friends 
of history, philosophy and reiigion at large. 


MALIGNANT TYPE OF THE DISORDER AT TRE- 
VOUX—MANY DEATHS. 


Paris, Jan. 8.—Influenza of a particularly 
muligant type has broken out at Trevoux, a 
town of about 2,000 inhabitants twelve miles 
north of Lyons. The efforts of the doctors to 
combat the disease ha y cases 
proved of no aa e 
voux have died. 

Five thousand cases of influenza have been 
reported on the Island of Guernsely. 

Physicians in Berlin express the belief that 
the influenza epidemic has passed the acme 
there and is waning. Vicar-General Henke 
has died from the disease.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CONDITION OF ENGLISH TRADE—MAD MAUPAS- 
; SANT—BRIEFS. 

LonpDon, Jan. 8.—The News, in commenting 
on the state of British trade, says: Foreign 
discredit and adverse tariffs nave Jiminished 
the foreign demand, but the revival in 
America is likely to help our industries over 
the time of dullness, if not unprofitabieness 
ahead. The home demand was the backbone 
of the trade of 1891. Dearer bread and the 
diminished foreign demand for goods are 
against the trade for 1892. 


MAU PASSANT’S INSANITY. 

PARIS, Jan. 8.—The manager of the asylam 
in which M. Guy de Maupassant is confined, 
says that the insanity with which he is suf- 
fering dates back two years. The manager 
holds out little hope that he will ever again 
regain his reason. , 


CHILIAN OFFICIALS RETICENT. 
VALPARAISO, Jan. 8.—The Chillan Govern- 
ment is extremely reticent regarding the ne- 
gotiations which have been carried on with 
the Washington Government in connection 
with the Baltimore affair, but the public ap- 
proves of the course which the Chilian au- 
thorities are reported to have taken.

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TROOPS ON GUARD. 


The Presence of Soldiers Prevents the 
Lynching of Dunn’s Assassins. 


FOUR DESPERADOES REPORTED KILLED 
BY PURSUING CITIZENS. 


Another Company of Militia on the Way 
to the Seat of War in Southwest Kan- 
sas—Concentrating a Force at Spring- 
fleld—Judge Botkin’s Danger—Guard- 
ing His Child, 


* 

ARKALON, Kan., Jan. 8.—The situation at 
this place and at Springfield, the county seat 
of Seward County, is very critieal. Every- 
thing at Arkalon ig quiet this morning, if the 
presence of State troops and many people 
from this end of the county hastily armed 
can be regarded ag a state of quiet, There is 
peace, of course, but it is an armed peace. 
There have been no conflicts in this section 
of the seat of war since the arrival of the 
State soldiery, but no one can tell what may 
happen in the present state of feeling 
u gainst the four men who are in custody here 
charged with membership in the assassin 
band which killed Sherif Dunn. 

Areport which Jacks verification was re- 
ceived last evening by courier of atight be- 
tween a posse in pursuit of Dunn’s slayers 
and the assassins who were trying to make 
for the territory. 

FOUR DESPERADOES FALL. 

The courier says there were fifteen of the 
desperadoes fleeing in two wagons; they 
were encamped in @ gulch when located, and 
the chase commenced immediately. They 
saw their pursuers in time, and then for four 
miles a desperate race followed. The posse 
gained on the desperadoes, and then a 
fusillade followed. Three men tumbled out 
of one wagon and one out of the other, and it 
is supposed that they are all killed. The pris- 
suers gave up the chase temporarily, be- 
cause their horses were tired out. They pur- 
pose, however, to follow the fugitives yo No 
Man’s Land if necessary. 

Adjt.-Gen. Roberts received a telegram 
late last night from Gov. Humphrey asking 
if it would not be practicable for him to con- 
solidate his force ejther at Arkalon or Spring- 
field. He was also advised that the 
Wichita company had been placed under 
arms ready tostart for the seat of warata 
moment’s notice. After a consultation with 
his officers it was decided that the troops 
stationed here should go to Springfield this 
morning. While the prisoners, who are under 
arrest here charged with complicity in Tues- 
day’s tragedy were guarded the military, 
they were in reality in charge of the civil 
authorities. 

At first great objections were made by the 
local officer to the removal of the troops to 
Springfield, as they, wanted the prisopers ; 
kept here and were m no position to guard 
them, there being no jall in Arkalon. It was 
claimed that the people of Springfield were 
general co-conspirators, and that if the 
prisoners were taken there it would greatly 
injare the case of the prosecution when the 
preliminary examination is held: The Ad- 
jutant-General listened patiently to all ob- 
jections but was firm, and it was decided to 
let the prisoners go with the troops. 

TO DEFEND THE MURDERERS. 

Judge Ellis of Pratt came to Seward County, 
Wednesday, with the son of the murdered 
sheriff to close up his business affairs. To- 
day it is reported that he hag been retained 
for the defense by the murderers. He objects 
to the accused men being given a preliminary 
hearing before the Arkalon Justice, and it 
now seems probable that a compromise will 
be effected by calling in two other justices to 
sit on the case; one to be re- elected by the 
defense and the other to be agreed upon by 
both sides. The hearing of the prisoners now 
under arrest may be held to-morrow, al- 
though the prosecution is not yet ready. The 
men are demanding atrial and as there are 
rumors of great irregularities in the arrests 
already made, it will probabiy be forced to an 
issue by Monday. The examinations will be 
held here. 

The men who were with Sheriff’ Dunn at 
the time he was killed are determined that 
the murderers shall be visited with summary 
justice, and have taken an oath to follow 
them until Dunn’s death has been avenged. 
Last night, when they were first infOrmed 
that the prisoners were to be taken to 
Springfield to-day, they swore that they 
should not leave here alive. This mornmg 
however, they had changed their minds and 
quietly acquiesced to the plans of the Adju- 
tant Géneral. Just as the troops were ready 
to march the Adjutant General decided to 
first communicate with Col. Rickesecker at 
Springfield. If in the judgment of the Colonel 
the forces at Springfleld,can be spared they 
will come to Arkalon. If not the company 
here will go to Springfield this afternoon. 


AT THE COUNTY SEAT. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS OF THE DUNN ASSASSIN- 
ATION—BOTKIN’S DANGER. 

SPRINGFIELD, Kan., Via. Arkalon, Kan., 
Jan. 8.—There are many conflicting reports 
regarding the situation in Stevens County. 
From the best knowledge at hand it is be- 
lieved there was no conflict yesterday be- 
tween the opposing factions. No official 
report has been received of any such occur - 
rence and rumors only hint at 
it vaguely. Even here it 
is difficult to secure reliable 
and correct reports of the various transac- 
tions about the county.

SHOT TO DEATH. 


Tragic Scenes at a Mexican Judicial Exe- 
cution. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 8.—A most tragic 
scene was enacted in thiscity yesterday 
morning at the execution of Jesus Bruno 
Martinez for the murder of an old jeweler 
named Hernandez in the Calle de Profesa 
about a year ago. 

Profesa street is one of the most prominent 
thoroughfares of this city and at7o0’clock in 
the evening Martinez and four men entered 
Hernandez’s store, gagged and pinioned the 
old man, who was taken to an inner apart- 


ment and placed upon an ſron cot. He made 
a noise aud Martinez entered and killed him 
by stabbing him eleven times. After this the 
store was looted of its valuables. 

The city was shocked over the crime as it 
seldom is, and within two months Martinez 
and his companions had veen captured and 
sentenced, Martinez todeath, and his accom- 
plices to from 16 to 19 years’ imprisonment. 

Yesterday morning Martinez was executed 
in Belem Prison under the following startling 
circumstances:

and the prison officials, Then complaining 
of being cold he was handed a blanket. He 
then stepped toward Miguel Cabrera, chief of 
the secret service 1 who had been m- 
strumental in bringing him to justice, appar- 
ently to give him information concerning 
where the unrecovered jewelry from the roh- 
bery was hidden.

The latter sprang back- 
ward, receiving the knife of his assassin in 
the muscles of his left arm insteadof the 
breast. Cabrera’s hat fell off and the soldiers 
who took up the pursuit nearly bayonetted 
him, believing he was Martinez. As it was 
he wascut inthe neck. Martinez, finding 
that it was pselessto pursue Cabrera, Jumped 
into a smalk ditch and ran toward one of the 
walls that is in course of construction, but 
by a gun inthe hands ofa soldier. 
This did not stop bim and he reached the 
wall, which he desperately attempted to 
scale, but was balked. a 

Maj. Manuel Guiterez Zamora and Miguel 
Alegria had a terrible fight with Martinez 
before they were able to disarm him and be- 
fore the battle was over Martinez had 
knocked the latter down, his knife passing 
through the officer’s overcoat. After this 
scene Martinez pleaded for his life for his 
mother’s sake, and was told that no one 

resent could interfere to prevent sentence 

eing carried out. He then asked that his 
mother be sent for sothat she could see him 
die. This was also refused, and he was con- 
ducted to a place near the wall where he was 
shot. He refused to have his eyes bandaged 
and told the gendarmes of the guard, after 
the officer in command had given the order 
for them to level their guns, that he would 
give the order to fire and, in effect, did 80 
after placing his hands over his heart, by 
saying Fuego. Guns were fired at the 
prisoner’s command and, alter spinning 
around several times, he fell. The bullets 
that pemptrated his body not having caused 
his death, a soldier 9 forward and 
gave the ‘‘tiro de gracia, but still Ufe was 
not extinct, and two more bullets were shot 
into his prostrate body before the 1 
declared him dead. he body was ced on 
a litter and removed from the court.

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MAKING DYNAMITE, 


A Bomb Manufactory Raided by the 


London Police. 


SPECIMENS OF THEIR WARES PRODUCED 
I COURT. 


A Cofispiracy Reaching to Aries Said 
to Have Been Unearthed—One of the 
Prisoners, a Woman, Will Reveal 
Thier Secrets—Connection With the 
Dublin Castle Affair. 


Lorpow, Jan. 8.—The dynamite plotters 
having, itissaid, connection in the United 
States and on the Continent, who were ar- 
rested last night at Walsall, near Birming- 
ham, were formally charged before a mag- 
istrate this morning and were remanded in 
order to enable the police to complete the 
chain of evidence being forged against them, 

These arrests, following close upon the ex- 
plosion at Dublin Castle, have caused a sen- 
sation of the first water and, maturally, it 
is inferred that the dynamiters are in some 
way connected with the explosion at Dublin. 
It is known, however, that the Scotland Yara 
detectives have been working principally 
on clews furnished them from the United 
States in the effort to unravel’ an extensive 
anarchist conspiracy which’ is said to exist in 
England, Rumors to that effect got into 
print, but the police authorities ridiculed the 
whole affair and claimed that there was no 
such plot in course of investigation. 

In spite of these denials, it became known 
that the police were keeping a strict watch 
upon a number of foreigners who were sus- 
pected of plotting against the peace of the 
realm. At Walsall, Inspector Melville had 
a so-called socialist club under supervision 
and he became convinced that some of its 
members were engaged in the manufacture 
of dynamite bombs. Deaken, a well-known 
anarchist, was found to be in close touch 
with the club at Walsall, and yesterday he 
was secretly arrested upon his arrival in 
London, and last night Inspector Melirille and 
a force of police raided the socialist club at 
Walsall and arrested Victor Calles, 
described as a clerk, Frederick Charlies, gaid 
to be a molder, and a womun said to he 
wife of Calles. They were all charged with 
conspiring with Deaken to manufacture 
dynamite bombs for the purpose of outrags 

The bombs were reported to have been in- 
tended for use in extorting money from rich 
men and for the use of anarchists desirous of

He 
placed in evidence a specimen of dynamite 
bom Ds found in possession of the prisoners, 
and also showed the Magistrate a metal bolt 
or cap intended to fit on top of the bombs 
when the latter were loaded. 

The Chief of Police salad that he would be 
able, at a future examination, to show that 
the prisoners had control of materials used 
in making such bombs. For the present, he 
added, he only desired to ask for a remand of 
one week, pending further investigations to 
be made and in view of the fact that impor- 
tant instructions were expected from the 
Home Secretary in regard to certain features 
in the case. 

The prisoner, Cailes, when shown the spec- 
imen bomb, said that he had never seen it or 
any similar bomb until it was piaced before 
him * police station last night.

FOR WIFE MURDER. 


Hanged at Roanoke To-Day— 
Other Crimes. 

ROANOKE, Va., Jan. 8.—Charles Watkins 
was hanged in Salem, six miles from here, 
to-day, for the murder of his wife. The 
murder took place on April 7, 1891. Watkins, 
a mulatto, was head walter in the Hotel 
Felix in this city. He became enamored of a 
white woman, Ada Friebel of Milwaukee,and 
went tolive with her at the house of his 
uncle, three miles east of Salem. His legal 


wife, Susan, a negress, followed the couple 
there on the evening of April 6, and that 
night Watkins shot at her, inflicting a wound 
in her hand. Onthe following morning he

brains out with a rock. Watkins fled, but was 
captured in Wilmington, N. C., on July 
23. He was betrayed by a cousin, to 
when he had written. Since his conviction 
on Nov. 20, he feigned insanity, pretending 
to believe that he was Christ.

Within the past few days Watkins gave up 
the insanity dodge and attedina manner 
that mvs the jail officials the belief that he 
would cause trouble. 


HEAVY BOND ROBBERY. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The mysterious robDeries 
of channel packets, involving a loss of $40,000 
in bonds, has finally been cleared up. by Scot- 
land Yard men. An important arrest has 
been made, that of Frederick Pemberton 
Peach, a financial agent. 

The bonds were stolen on the- way from 
Paris to Londonand Detective Albertine of 


Scotland Yard was put on the case. He went 
to Bologne and spotted four men. One of 
them, a man named Powell, when arrested, 
was found chewing something and was 
choked by a French detective anu compelled 
to disgorge. It was found that he had been 
trying to swallow a cloak room ticket from 
Victoria Station. 

Powell also had a cloak-room ticket of 
Oharing Cross Station. Another of the men 
hada pass-key which opened all the safes on 
the Channel steam packets, although the 
steamship company’s keys only opened one 
safeeach. The third man was caught de- 
stroyinga lumpof wax with which he had 

ust been taking an impression of a lock on 
oard the steamer. 

These four men represented a long-existing 
conspiracy by which the Channel packets 
had frequently been robbed of large amounts. 

The Victoria Station cloak ticket was found 
to call for a bag in which were some coupons 
from the stolen bonds. The bag in the 
Charing Cross Station was that which con- 
tained a portion of the bond, and had been 
watched for months, until a woman at last 
came for it, and was arrested together with 
a man named Kutche. 

All the bonds were recovered—$2,000 worth, 
in Vienna—and the entire gang is now in 
prison, except Peach, who attempted to sell 
a portion ofthe bonds in the city. He isa 
well-dressed fellow and ig supposed to be an 
agent of the thieves. 

The case will come up for a hearing some- 
time next week.

EXISTENCE OF THE REPUBLIC IMPER- 
ILED BY CHINESE HORDES. 


Powderly’s Address to the Enights of 
Labor—The Exclusion Act Expires on 
May 6—A French Commissioner Inves- 
tigating American Methods—A Confer- 
ence With Gomperg— Paris Cabmen. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 8.—General Master 
Workman Powderly has just issued an ad- 
dress on the Chinese immigration question 
which is to be read In all district and local as- 
semblies of the Knights of Labor. In the 
address Mr. Powderly says that had not the 
tide of immigration checked there would not 
be a white laborer now at work west of the 
Rocky Mountains, while those east of that 
range would be retreating before the bar- 
baric hordes who work almost for nothing. 

In speaking of the Chinese restriction act 
Mr. Powderly says: 

On May 6, 1882, that act was signed by 
President Arthur. It went into effect ninety 
days after he signed it and after the 6th day 
of next May it will have expired and every 
barrier tothe immigration and importation 
of Chinese and cheap labor will be swept 
away. Wages reduced toa level at which 
manhood cannot be maintained, the substi- 
tution of the Mongolian slave for 
the American free man, the aband- 
onment of the home for street and slum, 
the prostitution of men and women, talents 
and podies, and the final overthrow of this 
republic are among the possibilities if Con- 
gress does not re-enact that ora more strin- 
gentlaw for the prohibition of this most 
servile of all races. Some of the most power- 
ful influences in this nation are now at work 
on Oongress interceding for the Chinese. 
They are at work on Congressmen and Sena- 
tors; their missionaries are laying plans for 
the conversion of the Rresident of the United 
States to their theorie Standing behind 
them are the Christian employers of this 
land, who would rather import a heathen 
willing to work for barely enough to sustain 
life thanemploy a brother Christian at wages 
sufficient to enable a man to live as becomes a 
Christian. We do not want opium or the 
Chinese who grow it; they are but curses 
— planted where civilization has a foot- 

old, 

I believe that the day has arrived for those 
who love bumanity to protest against the 
further immigration of these ple. The 
United States and Canada should not consti- 
tute the safety-vaive of Europe. Self- pres - 
ervation is the first law of nature, and the 
time has come to state fearlessly and une- 
quivocally that the immigration of to-day 1s 
a curse to those who are kere as well as to 
those who come. 

In conclusion Mr. Powderly urges all mem 
bers of the order to work for the restriction 
of immigration. 


INVESTIGATING LABOR. 


THE FRENCH GOMMISSIONER ON A TOUR OF IN- 
SPECTION,. 


NEW Yorke, Jau. 8.—M. Paul de Schanet, 
who has been appointed by the Freneh gov- 
ernment to study the labor problem in this 
country, called on President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor yesterday and 
asked hima number of questions. M. de 
Schanet first inquired: 


Are the pubiic authorities of the United 
States induced, through public opinion, to 
imterfere either by law or any other means in 
the regulation of social questions? If so, 
what way and how far do they act, and what 
is the prevailing sentiment among American 
statesmen concerning the present and future 
of labor?’’ 

He also asked how the disputes of employer 
and employes were settied, and if arbitration 
was compulsory? 

President Gompers replied that the labor- 
ers relied principally upon their own organ- 
ized efforts to secure favorable conditions. 
In some instances States had regulated the 
hours oflabor for men, and especially on 
State work, and the hours of females and 
chiidren in factories. There was a growing 
feeling, he said, in favorof securing the ad- 
vantages which legislation offersin this di- 
rection. The sentiment among American 
statesmen, he thought, is growing in favor 
of arbitration, and it is advocated by the best 
organizations. 

Mr. Gompers during the interview criti- 
cised the French government for its action 
toward the striking miners, but M. de Scha- 
Bet only smiled at the objections. Mr. 
Gompers said it was a serious thing for any 
government to prevent the organization of 
wage earners, asthe French government did 
when they sent soldiers to break up the 
miners’ strike and to arrest and imprison 
the leaders. He believed trades’ unions 
were improving the condition of wage-work- 
ers and doing it by evolutionary and not 
eae methods. Every thinking 
man must admit that improvement for the 
working people must come. It was essential 
to the progress of society that trades’ unions 
have demonstrated their ability to quell 
passions and sectre a dual improvement, 
and it would, in his opinion, be to the benefft 
oJ employ6rs ifthey would assist in organ- 

f. 

M. de Schanet listened carefully to Mr. 
Gompers’ arguments and promised to call 
again in a few days.

Disclosures of the DeGear Post-Mortem 
Examination. 


DR. BRENNAN CLAIMS THE MAN COULD 
NOT HAVE KILLED HIMSELF. 


The Inquest Postponed Until the Case Can 
Be Investigated — DeGear’s Wounds 
Set Aside the Supposition That It Was 
@ Suicide—Theory of the Police and 
Coroner. 


The inquest over the. body of Joseph La 
Rose, alias Charles De Gear, will not be held 
until the Coroner can get a more satisfactory 
story of his death, and until the police have 
made a thorough investigation of the circum- 
stances attending the affair. 

De Gear, or La Rose, was shot at his home, 
No. 2821 Franklin avenue, on Monday after- 
noon, and his wife shot in the cheek on the 
same day. She said that he had shot her and 
that she became unconscious and did not 
know that he had been shot until she was 
told so. For two days De Gear was not Known 
by his real name of La Rose, and the discovery 
of his identity and a part of his past history 
immediately gave rise to suspicions. Yester- 
day, Dr. Brennan, who made the post-mortem 
examination of La Rose’s body, came to the 
conclusion that it was impossible for the man 
to have shot himself. The fatal wounds are 
two, the bullets entering at the left nipple 
and passing downward across the body. in a 
diagonal line and lodging in the lower right 
side. Either of the wounds, the doctor 
claims, would prove instantly fatal, so that 
the man himself could not have fired both 
shots, and again, the shots, if fred by him, 
were red by

They are not inclined to suspect 
his wife, who Is now lyingin the K 
Hospital recovering from the wound in her 
cheek, but are under the impression that 
some other person came in and shot at La 
Rose’s wife and wounded her in the cheek.

This eer 
accounts perfectly for the two wounds whi 
were fi at.close range, and one which was 
shot from a greater distance only scratched 
the skin.

Letters to the Post-Dispatcn from 
Democrats in all sections of the State, a 
few samples of which are printed in this 
issue, show that the Governor's supposed 
intention to disregard law and precedent 
and undertake at any risk to redistrict the 
State himself for electors, rather than let 
the General Assembjy convene again for 
any purpose during his term, is arousing 


in the Governor’s own party. 

But, as yet, we have seen no ground for 
the assumption that Gov. Franois is ir- 
revocably committed to any such course. 
The ‘‘feelers’’ thrown out in that direc- 
tion have so far elicited extremely dis- 
eouraging responses. The pressure upon 
him from State officers who are candi- 
dates for re-election, and, therefore, in 
great dread of even a brief session called 
only to redistrict the State, is doubtless 
very strong, as is also the pressure of 
powerful interests which would gag the 
people and abolish the people’s Legisla- 
ture forever, if they could. If the Gov- 
ernor cherishes the political ambition im- 
puted to him, he may well. be reluctant to 
apply the gag ta the extent demanded by 
these interests in calling a redistricting 
session, or to show his hand’’ by favor- 
ing some pressing legislative topics and 
excluding others. 

All the personal enmities he could incur 
in this way, however, and all the popu- 
larity he could thus forfeit would be 
counterbalanced if he should meet his 
responsibilities in a manly way, as his 
predecessors did on similar occasions, and 
show the same respect for duty, law and 
precedent. If he is as selfish, as ambi- 
tious and as shrewd a schemer as he has 
been accused of being, he will be far 
more willing to face even a frowning Leg- 
islature called to redistrict the State, and 
tied down to that one subject by his own 
mandate, than to shirk his plain duty in 
the face of the whole State, and sink his 
political ba rk forever in the dark, untrgv- 
eled and dangerous underground stream 
which BROADHEAD recommends as a safe

THE SHEPLEY AND PIERCE MANSIONS IN 
VANDEVENTER PLACE ENTERED. 


Over $700 Worth of Jewelry Taken From 

Mr. Shepley’s House—Mr. Louis’ Wed- 

Presents Were Not Stolen—How 

the Burglars Effect an Entrance—Gep- 
eral Police News. 


The police are busy at work in a laudable 
effort to capture a gang of burglars who have 
been operating in the West End forthe past 
three weeks. An unusual number of houses 
have been entered, and much plunder has 
fallen into the hands of the burglars. Several 
of these cases have been reported by the po- 
lice, but it is more than probable that other 
instances of housebreaking have been se- 
curely locked in the mysterious depths of the 
police department. One of the most success- 
fulraids was made upon the residence of 
John F, Shepley, No. 50 Vandeventer place. 
The family were at dinner. It was already 
dark, and the thieves gained the second 
story windows by climbing the posts. They 
ransacked three rooms and took $700 worth of 
jewelry. 

The residence of Mr. H. Clay Pierce, No. 0 
Vandeventer place, has also paid largely to 
the burglars within the immediate past. 

Within the block on Lucas avenue, between 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth streets, 
a different house was entered last Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday night. The house- 
holders who have not been robbed feel as if 
they were the unattacked victims of a small- 
pox epidemic, who do not know what minute 
they may be sricken down, Those who have 
been filched of their treasure, have the 
pleasure to reflect that they will not be called 
on again, and they swear that the 
burglars wilf get a rough reception if they 
come to the same house a second time. The 
people have become very observant, and 
they have noticed numerous tracks in the 
tell-tale snow in the yards of vacant houses. 
The belief has become current that the bur- 
glars of the night are lead-pipe thieves by 
day. One resident in that neighborhood saw 
a suspicious character leaving the yard of a 
vacant house yesterday, and he looked at the 
fellow suspiciously. The man returned a 
brazen stare and asked the resident if he 
wantedto buy any books. ; 

Mr. William J. Lewis of 8014 Morgan street 
lost a quantity of silverware last Sunday 
night. The advent of the servant girls scared 
the menaway. Mr. Lewis was recently mar- 
ried, and his friends feared that he lost his 
beautiful wedding presents. Mr. Lewis says 
that he had them securely locked in a closet, 
and thus saved them from the burglars.

Doggett, D. D., pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church, at Bryan, O. He writes from 
that place under thé date or Jan. 6, and Says: 


DEAR SIR: I write tocall your attention to a man 
who is just. out of the State ison at Columbus, O., 
where he was hnown as Harry Hill.“ His true 
name is Lewis Garfield, a second cousin of the late 
President. Under that name he served eight or nine 

ears in an Indiana State prison for burglary. When 

e was arrested in Indiana he threatened t 
kill the woman whose testimony convicted him 
as soon as his term expired, but in a few weeks after 
leaving the prison he was convicted of picking 
pockets and confined fora short term. Since his 
discharge he has made the same threats and said 
that as ihe woman was now in St. Louis he meant 
to work his way there and ‘*get even with 
ber. He would stop at nothing for revenge. 
The woman is married and was living in St. Louisa 
few yearsago. Ionly know her first name, May. 
She used to be called May Garfield, here in Bryan, 
but she was never his wife. ‘‘Lew’’ is a small, in- 
ferior and sicxly looking man.

Officer McOarthy took him to 
the Chestnut Street Police station, where 
Seymour was vse a dry suit of clothes and 
taken to the 8 @nd thence to the 
City Hospital, The man was evidently in- 
sane and gave no explanation of his act. 


CHARGED WITH COUNTERFBITING. 


Edward Douglas Has a Preliminary Hear- 
ing Before Commissioner Crawford. 


At 8 o’clock this afternoon the preliminary 
hearing of Edward Douglas, the counterfeiter 
arrested near St. Charles, Mo., on Tuesday 
last, began before United States Commis 
sioner Lester Crawford, in the Federal build- 
ing. The witnesses in the case were the 
United States marshals and secret service 
agents, who had made the arrest. Associated 
with Douglas in the affair were three 
negro men, James and John Johnson 
and Sol Bush, all of whom were 
arrested at the same time with Douglas. It 
is — that the latter coined counterfeit 
silver dollars at Martin's Island, opposite 
Hamburg, Mo., and that the negroes passed 
the spurious money for him in the vicinity of 
St. Charles. A counterfeit dollar was found 
in Sol Bush’s room on the Parsons farm 
near St. Charles, but a diligent search of 
Douglas’ premises failed to discover the 
moulds, and it is believed that they have 
been destroyed. The colored men are held 
tor the court, having been previously in- 
dicted by the Grand-jury, and Douglas alone 
will have a preliminary hearing before Com- 
missioner Crawford. 


BUSCHMAN REINSTATED.

The Mers Company Can't Interfere With 
Hotel Contracts. : 


SANITARY OFFICER FRANCIS DEFINES 
THE CORPORATION'S POWERS. 


Commissioner Dudley Says the Board of 
Health Intends to Insist Upon Com- 
pliance With the Law by Haulers and 
Permits to Carry Garbagé to Lowell 
Will Be Refused. 


The managers of the ‘hotels and restaurants 
of the city have been disturbed lately by rep- 
resentations that they had been deprived of 
their right to sell their refuse food and 
garbage to rendering contractors. These 
sales are a source of great revenue to them. 
They get from $500 to $5,000a year for their 
garbage, which the contractur huuled away 

without trouble to them. 

A few days ago Philip Schoenack, who 
bought the garbage of the Laclede and other 
hotels, was arrested, brought up in the 
Police Court and fined. He and his attorney, 
Mr. L. A. Steber, gave out that the arrest 
was at the instance of the St. Louls Sanitary 
Co., which intended to gobdble up the thou- 
sands of dollars in the hotel garbage by vir- 


tue of the ordinance giving the company its. 


contract with thecity. Of course, the hotel 
managers were much concerned, 
IT IS A MISTAKE. 

It strikes me, said Manager Nesley Aus* 
tin ot the Laclede Hotel, that the city has 
gone beyond its power in legislating pro p- 
erty out of the hands of its owners, as they 
tell me has been done. This garbage is 
worth money tous, andI don’t see how the 
city can takeit away and giveit toa com- 
pany that wants it to make money for 
them.“ 

Attorney Steber appealed the Schoenach 
case on the ground that the garb- 
age ordinance was unconstitutional. 
It would be. unconstitutional 
according to a numberof lawyers, if it pro- 
vided what the lawyer and the hotel man- 
agers think it does, but their impression is a 
mistake. Atthe very time the contract was 
made it was foreseen that many places would 
want to dispose of their own garDage, and a 
special provision was made in the bill for 
this. As the Dill now stands, the garbage 
people can take no refuse that the owners 
want to dispose of themselves in a legal way. 

COMMISSIONER DUDLEY’S OPINION. 

Health Commissioner George F. Dudley 
Says that there exists great misapprehension 
as to the power of the Merz Garbage 00. 
»The company has nothing whatever to do 
with the garbage of hotels and restaurants,’’ 
he said to-day, and it is so plainly stated in 
the ordinance. Those who have been ar- 
rested while carrying off garbage from hotels 
have not been arrested at the instance of the 
Merz company, but the Board of Health. Our 
reason for the arrests at the Present time is 
that the drivers are taking the rbage to 
the Lowell rendering establishments, 
which we are prosecuting as nuisances. 
it is plain enough that the Board of Health 
can’t give permits for the very thing it is 
fighting. If the carts were carrying 
the garbage to piaces outside the 
city limits for reduction, and 
carrying it through the streets in the san- 
itary manner prescribed by the ordinance, in 
tightly closed barrels retaining the odor, they 
could not be Interfered with by anybody, and 
the Board of Health would give them all the 
permits they wanted.“ 

THE COMPANY’S BLUFF. 

»The Merz Garbage Co. is accused of in- 
stigating these prosecutions for the, purpose 
of driving out of the business the men now 
buying the garbage from the hotels. 

Commissioner Dudley shrugged his shoul- 
ders, sinking his head down into his breast, 
which is a peculiar habitof hies. I know 
nothing about that, said he. A complaint 
Against the garbage carts could come from 
any citizen. 

Slop Contractor James Hardy said: It is 
a mistake to suppose that the garbage law 
gives the Sanitary Co. any garbage the 
owner wants to sell. He can dispose of it to 
anybody who will cart it out of the city lim- 
its properly. Ofcourse, what I say on this 
matter may be misconstrued because of my 
position, but I’ll say, allthe same, that the 
pom pany is working a big bluff to get all the 
hote ae If the owners fight them 
they'll lay down their hands quick enough. 


SECRETARY BLAKELY LAUGHS. 

Secretary Walter J. Blakely laughed when 
he was asked aboutthe matter. ‘‘Why, we 
have nothing to do withthe hotels, and we 
have not instigated any arrests,’’ said he,

parents were so incensed that they drove the 
boy from home and caused him to emigrate 
to America. After landing on this side of 
the water, the boy, who was not inclined 
to industry, began begging on the 
streets of New York City, and profited so 
well through the generosity of others that he 
became a professional beggar. Forthe past 
twenty years he has wandered about the 
streets of New York, his ever-extended hand 
grasping with miserly greed the nickels 
and dimes dropped into it by persons Whose 
pity his habitually woebegone appearance 
excited.

J THE BROOM MANUFACTURERS. 


The Raw Material Practically Exhausted— 
Advance in Prices. 


The National Broom Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation was in session three days in Chicago, 
at which nearly all the manufacturers of the 
country were represented, They 
concluded to advance the price 


of brooms 25 cents per dozen, 
which makes a total advance of 75 cents per 
dozen since Nov. 1. The cause was the very 
short crop of broomcorn, which is becoming 
more apparent from day to day. Oonserva- 
tive estimates place the shortage at from 
7,000 to 10,000 tons, and there is annually 35,- 
000 tons consumed, The most prominent 
broomcorn dealers of the country had a 
meeting and agreed to advance the 
price of the brush in the same proportion 
placing the lowest price for straight corn at 
Sie cents per pound, witha pea ad- 
vance on the better qualities. The actual 
necessity of the situation prompted these ad- 
vances, as the crop is now all in second 
hands, which the exception ofa few rich 
farmers, who are still carrying their stock. 
There will no doubt further ad 
vance within the next few months and 
the general opinion is that there will de an- 
other meeting called for the same pur by 
March.
